TREMOR 


. Six-Second Quake Felt In Six. Countries; 
Atom Blast Theory Not Entirely Dispelled 


LONDON (AP)—Millions 


of persons in northern Europe 


were terrified today by a violent shuddering of the earth’s 
crust which some thought might have been caused by an 
tomie-sized explosion inside eastern Germany. 

The tremor, one of the most severe ever recorded in Ger- 
many, was followed in some sections by a giant blast of wind. 


The shock and wind rattled w 
and tossed pictures off the walls of many homes. 


damage was reported. 


Seismologists speculated the 
epicentre was either In the Eifel 
Mountains of West Germany or 
in Thuringia, in the e&Stern zone 
of Soviet occupied Germany. 

The terrestrial convulsion, 
which lasted from five to six sec 
onds with “echoes” of 15 minutes 
duration, was felt in varying de- 
grees in a wide arc including Bel- 
gium, Holland, northern and 
eastern France, Denmark and 
Sweden. 

In’ New York Rev. “Joseph 
Lynch, director of the Fordham 
University Observatory, said the 
estimated location of the centre 
definitely indicated an earth- 
quake of the “resettlement” pat- 
tern common to certain areas. 

Professor . Friedrich Decker, 
director of the Bonn, Germany. 
Observatory, said the atomic ex- 
planation had not been entirely 
eliminated, but the western 
scientists trying to run down the 
origin and cause of the shock 
were handicapped for lack of 
definite information from behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

Earth tremors are fairly fre- 
quent in the Eifel Mountains. 

By telephone, Professor Fried- 
rich Gerecke of the Soviet 
controlled Earthquake Research 
Institute at Jena in East Ger- 
many said the quake was one of 
the strangest ever registered 
there. But he ruled out an ex 
plosion. 

In Bonn, hundreds of persons 
telephoned newspaper officers to 
ask jf there had been an atomic 
explosion.

N MY COMPARATIVELY rare visits to the movies—visits 
that.are even rarer in these particular days—I have more 
than once chuckled at the antics of Mickey Mouse and laughed 
at the escapades of his more recent progeny that disport their 
mischievous ways through the animal cartoons, 

And I have noticed that other members of the audience, 
grown-ups as well as youngsters, share my amusement as 
these cheeky little creatures of the cartoonists’ concept ludic- 
rously outwit their arch-enemy the cat or aggravate a dog to 
desperation, finally escaping the four-footed Nemesis with a 
flippant, flick of a tail or a derisive paw applied to a be-whisk- 
ered nose. 


CATTY COMPLAINT 


t AVING LAUGHED at them so often, I confess I was sur- 

prised to see that Hollywood has been taken to task for 
producing such films. It seems that cat-lovers have been very 
much hurt and angered by these cartoons showing comic pic- 
tures of “malicious cats” being constantly outwitted by , “lov- 
able mice.” 

And the Empire Cat Club—a leading U.S. organization of 
cat breeders and exhibitors—demands that the film industry 
stop being unfair to cats by thus presenting them as malicious 
and associated with evil, 


ADVERSE PICTURE 


The formal protest goes on: “Since cats have a sense of 
Aumor ‘and=are frequently.amusing, they da metdeserve being 
made the butt of ill-treatment. Millions of children, and the 
public in general, are being given an adverse picture of cats.” 

I confess I laughed again at that picture of an offended 
“Tiddles,” suffering from a solar plexus to her sense of humor 
at deing outsmarted and ill-treated by a caricature.of a-mere 
mouse, For from. what.l-know.of-teday’s well-fed tats, most 
of them wouldn't know a mouse if they saw one, and if they 
did, would be much too bored and blase to give chase. 


SADISTIC, PERHAPS? 


"THE EMPIRE CAT SOCIETY—incidentally, I am wonder- 

ing if the Empire part of the title derives from the famous 
building in New York or from the geographical ramifications of 
the society’s following—is evidently more concerned about the 
effect of ridicule upon the tender susceptibilities of its felines 
than it is of the effects of the films upon its audience. 

Now, if it had adopted the attitude of the psychologists 
and protested on the score that the cartoons pandered to the 
sadistic streak which they claim we all possess, I might have 
understood their indignation: Because, cal! it sadistic or what 
you like, it is human nature to relish the discomfiture of a big 
bully by his little victim—whether four-footed or two—a fact of 
which the cartoonists are just as aware as the psychologists 
and-on which they capitalize considerably.

cruelty.” That is what the opponents of the old nursery rhyme 
of “Three Blind Mice” claimed—but- in -that-case-it- was the

All in all, it’s just too bad that the supersensitive felines 
who make up the snooty and superior social roster of the Em- 
pire Cat Society should have-their sleek fur ruffled by Mickey 
Mouse and other vermin of his impish ilk. .But, if they could 
be interviewed, I think you would find all the “alley cats” 
snickering with catty glee and purring with malicious delight

In crude outline, what happened was 
simple enough. In one of the black 
Leipzip squares, another newspaperman 
in the party took a snapshot of a Free 
German Youth. military .band—pinched, 
cold-encircled young faces, cheeks air- 
swollen, and many battered trumpets 
elevated at the old Nazi angle. A poli- 
tical police plainclothes group then 
picked up our party, shadowed us for 
four hours, and pounced at the instant 
when the car wag being started for the 
return to Berlin. 

If. ihe tough .intelligent.German..poli., 
tical policeman had had his way, all 
might have ended there, after proof was 
given that our party was not a batch of 
British agents. But the German veteran 
of the Spanish civil war and the anti. 
Nazi underground has. had to yield, as 
a matigr~ ofcourse; to-his~ pimply; ex- 
cited; very youthful Russian “colleague.” 

And so we were taken to the huge 
headquarters of the People’s Police, We 
were interrogated for a while. We were 
even vouchsafed a majestic glimpse of 
the People’s Police President of Leipzig 
(a military-style figure, strikingly 
reminiscent of the all too well remem- 
bered pictures of leading Nazis 10 years 
before). And we were finally released, 
with many a handshake, after the of. 
fending roll of films had been developed, 
and: its family pictures’ sternly “studied. 
DEEPLY INTERESTED 

But even if we acquired no interesting 
campaign stars, it was deeply interesting, 
none the less, to observe the system at 
first hand. Especially it was interesting 
to find a Russian, German-speaking, 
plainly trained for the position, at work 
in the Volkspolizei at the low level of 
a plainclothes man. It meant that the 
reputation of the People’s Police in East 
Germany had new been carried through 
to the end. It revealed, as a keyhole 
reveals a room, the completeness and 
directness of Russian control of the 
satellite government. There was no 
question about the domination of the 
young Russian over the much older, 
much more intelligent; much more ex. 
perienced German. 

It was deeply interesting, also, after 
the young Russian had decided he was 
mistaken and stopped covering us ,with 
his pistol, to talk to these men who 
should, by all the rules of political 
drama, have been such instinctively 
hostile. groups. 

Finally .this odd police experience 
dramatized the development .of the 
Soviet system in East Germany in the 
last year.

In many instances, the manager would suspect the truth on 
the basis of his own observation. He would assume, for instance, 
that Preacher Roe, being neither robust nor juvenile, would pitch 
best if he haf®ample rest between assignments. The book shows 
that when Roe worked with less than three days’ rest in 1950, he 
won two and lost two games, that when he had exactly three days’ 
rest he won seven and lost six, and that. when he had.rested-more 
than three-days he won nine and lost three. One look at that 
record, and any dope knows how Roe should be handled. 

Everybody knows that PeeWee Reese habitually takes the first 
pitch, whereas Roy Campanella is a good first-ball hitter.

Mr. Howe, director of Canada’s 
atomic effort; was commenting 
on a Washington announcement 
that the United States has passed 
Canada to become the second 
largest producer of uranium in 
the world. The Belgian Congo 
is the largest.
